fund set aside earlier by 
President Nixon to finance 
projects of dire need. How¬ 
ever, the town’s application 
must win approval by EDA 
officials within 30 days to 
qualify for the grant. 

If approved, work on a new 
water filtration plant on the 
east side of Licking River 
at Twenty-Two Hollow and 
new water lines will begin 
by Feb. 15. 

Plans call for a 10-inch 
*ine from the new water plant 
downstream to the junction 
of US-460 and the Wells Hill 
road; from there 8-inch lines 
will run to the hospital on 
Wells Hill and to the new 
school site at Index. 

West Liberty earlier had 
filed application to EDA for 
a 100 percent grant totaling 
82.440,000 with which to con¬ 
struct the new water plant, 
complete new water lines, 
and also a new sewage dis¬ 
posal plant and an extension 
of sewage lines. 

If approved, the 80 per¬ 
cent emergency grant to 
build the water plant and 
lines, would be deleted from 
the earlier application for a 
100 percent igrant. 


Emergency Grant 
Would Take Care Of 
Hosp. School Needs 


Another in a series of un¬ 
solved break-ins in West Li¬ 
berty and surrounding areas 
in recent weeks was discover¬ 
ed last Friday when four fire¬ 
arms were discovered hidden 
on the roof of the McClain 
Building on Main Street. 

Following discovery of the 
guns and a quantity of am¬ 
munition, it was learned that 
they had been taken from 
an upstairs room in the build¬ 
ing by burglars who climbed 
a fire escape at the rear of 
the building and broke open 
a third floor door. 

The guns and ammunition, 
belonging to Rex Maxey, one 
of the building’s owners, 
were taken from a locked 
room on the third floor. 

The guns were discovered 
by a visitor to the county 
health office located on the 
second floor of a neighboring 
building Who glanced through 
a window and noticed a rifle 
stock protruding over the top 
of the McClain Building. 

Later the same week, 
thieves again entered the Mc¬ 
Clain Building, according to 
reports, but it is unknown at 
this time what, if anything, 
was taken. 

Only a few days earlier, 
burglars entered the office of 
The Licking Valley Courier, 
located in the same building, 
and stole a money box. That 
same night, burglars raided 
Henry Fabric Shop and the 
Morgan County Health De¬ 
partment. 

In preceding weeks, burg¬ 
lars have entered grocery 
stores, service stations, gar- 
TF 1 ages, and private buildings. 


The City of West Liberty 
Monday filed an official appli¬

Carroll's Majority 
Of 105,000 Is Twice 
Ford’s 59,415 Margin 


All Other Democrats 
But One Get Margins 
Of More Than 1,400 


Morgan county gave Democrat 
Wendell Ford a majority of 
1,330 votes over Republican Torn 
Emberton in Tuesday’s contest 
for governor and gave even 
bigger majorities to all other 
Democrats running for state 
offices. 

Democrat Julian Carroll, 
Speaker of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, defeated James Host, 
Republican, for Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor by a majority of 1,421, 
and all other Democrats polled 
majorities above 1,400 except 
Lyman Ginger for Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction who 
got a majority of 1,391 in Mor¬ 
gan county. 

State Senator Joe D. Stacy, 
Democrat running for re-elec¬ 
tion, defeated Republican Law¬ 
rence Hall of Salyersville 2,852 
to 884 for a majority of 1,968. 

Woodford F. May, Democrat of 
Woodsbend, running unopposed 
for State Representative in the 
Morgan - Elliott - Rowan district, 
polled a total of 2,633 votes in 
Morgan. 

A total of 3,928 votes 


FRANKFORT, KY — Demo¬ 
cratic Lieut. Gov. Wendell Ford 
polled a majority of nearly 
60,000 over Republican Tom 
Emberton to win the governor¬ 
ship from Reps, and the Demo¬ 
crats regained control of all 
statewide offices in Tuesday’s 
general election. 

With all but 23 precincts 
tabulated, Ford had 466,656 
votes to Emberton’s 407,241, for 
a majority of 59,415. 

But even more impressive 
was the majority of Democrat 
House Speaker Julian Carroll 
who rolled up a majority of 
105,000 for Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor over his Republican op¬ 
ponent James Host, a native 
of Ashland. Carroll was Bert 
Combs’ running mate in the 
May primary. He won the no 
mination for Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor and Combs lost for Gover¬ 
nor. 

Democrats also won the other 
seven state office posts. 

Four of the seven are fami¬ 
liar faces, but three are new 
in state posts. 

Dr. Lyman Ginger, associate 
dean of education at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky, was elected 
State Superintendent, defeating 
Miss Jewell Hamilton, a former 
aide to Gov. Nunn. 

Ed Hancock defeated Repub¬ 
lican Edwin Schoering, Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney in Jeffer¬ 
son county, for Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. 

Miss Frances Jones Mills of 
Knox county, defeated Doug 
Mosely, Republican, for Clerk 
of the Court of Appeals. Miss 
Mills had served one term as 
State Representative, the first

Morgan Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice, which took Whitaker to 
St. Claire Medical Center, 
Morchead, reported the man 
was in critical condition 
upon arrival at the hospital. 

Whitaker was shot at least 
once, the bullet entering the 
shoulder, and piercing his 
body, according to a spokes¬ 
man for the ambulance ser¬ 
vice. 

The wounded man later 
was transferred to UK Medi¬ 
cal Center, Lexington. 

Paul Motley of the ambu¬ 
lance service and Sheriff 
Brooks said Whitaker listed 
the names of no relatives in 
this area.

27 — During September, 3,200 
low-income persons in Morgan 
County received food stamps 
valued at $79,904, Commission¬ 
er of the Department of Econ¬ 
omic Security Merritt S. Deitz, 
Jr., has announced today.

These legal seasons all 
open on the third Thursday in 
November which is the 18th 
this year. 

The no hunting ban is a con¬ 
tinuation of a policy sot up 
several years ago. By outlawing 
hunting for all spedes except 
those designated, the law en¬ 
forcement officer has a good 
case when a person is appre¬ 
hended in the fields or on the 
streams with a hunting rifle 
or shotgun in his possession. 
Prior to the invoking of this 
regulation, illegal hunters had 
posed as crow or groundhog 
hunters in the few days before 
the legal season opening and 
unless they actually had game 
in their possession, they could 
make their pleas stick in the 
courts. This eliminates the 
loophole, Mitcheil said, in alert¬ 
ing hunters to stay out of the 
fields on the first 17 days of 
November. 


FRANKFORT, KY.. Oct. 22 - 
A period of 17 days, the first

clared a time of no hunting for 
titlier protected or unprotected 
wildlife, with two exceptions, 
Arnold Mitchell, commissioner 
of the Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources, reminded 
today.

Reason for this. Mitchell said, 
is to help conservation officers 
eliminate pre - season rabbit, 
quail, squirrel, and grouse hunt¬ 
ing. These legal seasons all 
open on the third Thursday in 
November which is the 18th 
this year. 

The no hunting ban is a con¬ 
tinuation of a policy set up 
several years ago. By outlawing 
hunting for all species except 
those designated, the law en¬ 
forcement officer has a good 
case when a person is appre¬ 
hended in the fields or on the 
streams with a hunting rifle 
or shotgun in his possession. 
Prior to the invoking of this 
regulation, illegal hunters had 
posed as crow or groundhog 
hunters in the few days before 
the legal season opening and 
unless they actually had game 
in their possession, they could 
make their pleas stick in the 
courts. This eliminates the 
loophole, Mitchell said, in alert¬ 
ing hunters to stay out of the 
fields on the first 17 days of 
November. 


FRANKFORT, KY., Oct. 22 —

clared a time of no hunting for 
titlior protected or unprotected 
wildlife, with two exceptions, 
Arnold Mitchell, commissioner 
of the Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources, reminded 
today.
